Wisconsin Medicaid will revise paper claim
and Prior Authorization Request Form
(PA/RF) instructions to be consistent
with the Administrative Simplification
provisions of the federal Health
Insurance Portability and Accountability
Act of 1996 (HIPAA). All providers
should watch for announcements of
these changes in future Wisconsin
Medicaid and BadgerCare Updates.

Inthe near future, Wisconsin Medicaid will
issuerevised instructionsfor completing paper
claimsand prior authorization (PA) requests,
including samplesof properly completed forms,
effective dates, and information for ordering
new forms. Theserevised instructionswill
ensurethat Wisconsin Medicaid iscons stent
withtheAdminigtrative Simplification provisions
of the Health Insurance Portability and
Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA).
Providers should pay specid attention to
Wisconsin Medicaid and BadgerCare
Updates released over the next several months
to keep informed of these important changes.
